V/armth of Pine Needles. 
John H. PGnlers has described the re­ 
m it of measurements of the internal 
temperature of pine leaves in winter, 
obtained by means of ingenious ther­ 
mo-electric apparatus. 
He found that 
those leaves, under winter conditions 
maintain temperatures from two to 
ten degrees centigrade higher than 
the surrounding air, owing to the ab­ 
sorption of radiant energy. 
The average of 650 readings taken 
in February between the hours of 
8 a. rn. and 3 p. rn. was a little more 
than three degrees above the air tem 
perature.

ple, but mighty forces.

SCULLIN WINS i BIG TDX SUIT 


Court Says St. Louis Assessor Usurp­ 
ed His Authority. 


Jefferson 
City, 
Mo., Dec. 3.—The 
Missouri supreme court, in an opin­ 
ion by Chief Justice Woodson, yester­ 
day decided that John Scullin, mil­ 
lionaire capitalist of St. Louis, need 
Lot pay a tax of 
$32,154 
assessed 
against him in 1910 by Christian Brin- 
kop, then city assessor, on a $1,000,- 
000 valuation of personal property. 
The decision was in a suit institut­ 
ed by Collector Edmund Koeln to col­ 
lect the tax. 
The St. Louis circuit 
court decided against 
Scullin, 
who 
appealed. 
Scullin in 1909 made no return to 
the assessor of 
personal 
property. 
Brinkop arbitrarily placed his assess­ 
ment at $500,000 and doubled that as 
a penalty for failure to make a re­ 
turn. 
Scullin refused to pay the tax, 
claiming he was no longer a resident 
of St. Louis.

The Missouri Pacific railroad, char- 
tertd by the 
state 
of 
Missouri on 
March 12, 1849, was the first railroad 
to run out of St. Louis either east or 
west, and 
formed 
the 
nucleus 
of 
what is today one of the largest and 
most important western railway sys­ 
tems. 
Construction work 
on the Pacific 
railroad was begun in 
St. 
Louis on 
July 4, 1851, and 
the 
day was the 
most memorable anniversary 
of the 
nation’s independence in the history 
of St. Louis. 
On 
that day the first 
spade full of earth was throw'n tha* 
initiated railroad construction wrest of 
the Mississippi river. 
It marked a 
new era for St. 
Louis 
and for the 
j country west of the Mississippi. 
It 
was a great national holiday.

spanning 
the 
Gasconade 
river, 
all 
the 
depots, 
machine 
shops and water tanks between Paci­ 
fic and Kansas City, and tore up al­ 
most the entire track. Over one mil­ 
lion dollars’ worth of property was in 
this manner destroyed and the road 
left nearly a total wreck. Later, un­ 
der protection of the United States 
government, the road wTas rebuilt and 
extension continued. In May, 1865, it 
was completed to Holden, Mo. 
In the meantime construction work 
had begun at Kansas City eastward. 
Ground was broken in Kansas City 
for the Pacific Railway of Missouri, 
July 25, 1860, building towards Pleas­ 
ant 
Hill, 
Mo., 
connecting at that 
point with the main line coming west 
from St. Louis. 
The road was com­ 
pleted 
from 
Kansas City to Little 
Blue station, July 4, 1864, and the 


two parts of the road were connected 
at Pleasant Hill in September, 1865. 
The Missouri Pacific was built as a 
broad gauge railroad, 5 feet 6 inches. 
It w'as later decided to change the 
gauge to standard and this was done 
on a Sunday in July, 1869. The gauge 
for the entire distance between St. 
Louis and Kansas City, including the 
change of switches and 
frogs, 
w'as 
made in sixteen hours and this ac* 
complished without any interruption 
to travel or business of the road. On 
July I, 1872, the road was leased to 
the Atlantic and Pacific railroad. 
In 
1876 the Atlantic and Pacific, having 
defaulted the terms of its contract the 
lease between the tw’o companies was 
canceled and in September of that 
year the road w'as sold to the Mis­ 
souri Pacific Railway company. 
At 
that time the road consisted of a sin­ 
gle main line connecting the twro cit­ 
ies, St. Louis and Kansas City, via

The first division of the road, 39 
miles, was 
entirely 
completed 
and 
opened on the 19th of July, 1853. The 
terminus of this division w*as a little 
west of what is now’ the towm of Pa­ 
cific, and the event was celebrated by 
a grand excursion. 
A large engine, 
called 
the 
“Saint 
Louis,” 
hauled 
tw’elve passenger coaches, containing 
some 700 invited guests, to The end 
of the line, making the trip in 
one 
hour and fifty minutes. 
On the 10th of February, 1855, the 
road was completed to Washington, a 
distance of 55 miles; August 6 of the 
same year, Hermann, a distance of 
81 miles, was reached, and Jefferson 
City, the capital of 
the state, was 
reached on March I, 1S56, a distance 
of 125 miles. 
At this point the pro­ 
gress of 
construction 
was 
stopped, 
temporarily, ow’ing to 
financial diffi­ 
culty, the cost of building the road 
being greater than the 
original pro­ 
jectors had expected. 
The road was completed to Tipton, 
163 miles from 
St. 
Louis, 
in July. 
1858, and to Sedalia, 
188 miles, in 
February, 1861. Further construction 
was interrupted by the 
outbreaking 
of the Civil war. Great destruction 
of railroad property followed, but in 
spite of all 
these 
drawbacks, 
the 
road was completed to Warrensburg 
in 1861.

Coiled screen wire 
may be used in much the sam e way, 
but it is more expensive.

than half or three-quarters of a cent 
apiece, and can be secured from any 
orchard supply house.

her part in the $600,duo Peltzer awin 
dies. 
A minority of the jury pleaded foi 
mercy. 
They pointed out that Mrs 
W ilson was only a tool, a catspaw in 
Peltzer’s employ; she had received n< 
part of the fraud money: she had in 
itiated none of the swindles; she was 
a woman, and she had spent mam 
long hours with them, giving invalu 
able service in clarifying the muddled 
affairs of the Peltzer estate. 
Others recalled Judge Latshaw’s in 
struct ions to 44 
clean up this real 
estate situation in Kansas City so that 
a deed of trust will be as safe and 
sound as a government bond.” 
If Mrs. Wilson, the only remaining 
person who had an active part in the
